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PREFACE. 

The  writer's  interest  in  the  family  history  was  aroused  at  an 
early  age  by  his  being  informed  that  he  was  named  for  the  first  of 
his  ancestors  that  came  to  this  country.  It  was  increased  by  subse- 
quent inquiries  and  investigations,  and  in  1876,  making  use  to  a  large 
extent  of  material  collected  by  others,  he  compiled  a  partial  geneal- 
ogy of  the  family,  which  was  published  in  so  tasteful  and  elegant  a 
form  by  his  relative,  Mr.  Charles  J.  Little,  as  to  cause  it  to  find 
much  favor.  With  the  exception  of  a  single  year  spent  abroad,  he 
has  devoted  all  his  leisure  during  the  intervening  time  to  the  prepa- 
ration of  the  following  volume.  It  aims  to  include  the  name  and  an 
account  of  the  family  of  every  descendant  of  George  Little  of  New- 
bury, who  bears  or  ever  has  borne  the  surname.  He  believes  that 
this  purpose  has  been  attained  to  a  degree  quite  unusual  in  similar 
works,  and  that  the  genealogy  is  practically  complete.  The  only 
omissions  of  which  he  is  aware  are  the  families  of  a  very  few  who 
have  neglected  to  answer  his  repeated  letters,  and  of  a  smaller  num- 
ber whose  addresses  could  not  be  obtained.  With  a  single  excep- 
tion (number  250)  these  all  belong  to  the  seventh  and  eighth  gener- 
ations, and  most  of  them  are  doubtless  living.  Any  deficiences  in 
this  direction  are  more  than  balanced  by  the  numerous  cases  in  which 
the  lines  of  female  descent  are  given  for  several  generations. 

It  is  evident  that  works  of  this  character  can  only  be  prepared  by 
the  assistance  and  cooperation  of  others,  and  the  compiler  desires  to 
express  his  obligation  and  at  the  same  time  his  gratitude  to  his 
numerous  correspondents.  He  has  been  especially  indebted  to  the 
late  Major  Alfred  Little  of  Boscawen,  to  Daniel  Little,  Esq.,  of 
Geneseo,  111.,  William  Little,  Esq.,  of  Manchester,  N.  H.,  and  Mrs. 
S.  J.  Altar  of  Newbury  port,  in  the  preparation  of  their  respective 
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branches  of  the  family,  and  to  William  Little,  Esq.,  of  Newbury,  his 
wife  and  sister,  for  general  assistance.     It  should  be  understood, 
however,  that  the  writer  has  in  many  cases   substantiated  the  state 
ments  of  others  by  his  own  inquiries,  and  is  alone  responsible  for  the 
form  in  which  the  statistics  are  given. 

As  none  but  those  who  have  undertaken  a  similar  task  can  fully 
realize  the  immense  amount  of  work  it  involves,  so  no  one  can  feel 
more  deeply  than  the  compiler  any  mistakes  this  volume  may  con- 
tain. He  only  hopes  that  they  may  be  few  in  number  and  that  the 
book  may  afford  the  family  a  tithe  of  the  pleasure  and  satisfaction 
he  has  had  in  its  preparation.

INTRODUCTION 


Many  persons  know  and  care  little  about  their  ancestors,  and  to 
these  the  labor  and  expense  bestowed  upon  this  volume  will  doubt- 
less appear  wasted.  While  the  compiler  feels  under  no  obligation  to 
apologize  for  his  book,  he  nevertheless  deems  it  in  place  to  briefl}^ 
mention  some  of  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  genealogical 
research.  Many  others  will  occur  to  any  one  who  gives  the  matter 
careful  thought. 

No  educated  person  denies  or  underrates  the  value  of  historical 
investigation.  A  life-time  devoted  to  that  pursuit  does  not  seem 
misspent.  Yet  the  true  history  of  a  state  is  only  the  history  of  the 
families  which  compose  it.  Neglect  or  disregard  the  stor}'  and  ex- 
periences of  these,  its  component  parts,  and  little  is  left  for  the 
national  history.  A  full  and  carefully  written  genealogy  of  a  New 
England  family  will  frequently  afford  a  clearer  insight  into  the  char- 
acter and  mode  of  life  of  the  people  during  the  last  two  and  a  half 
centuries  than  many  a  widely  advertised  school  histor3^  As  the 
careful  historian  always  makes  use  of  the  labors  of  local  annalists,  so 
with  equal  readiness  he  avails  himself,  when  opportunity  presents, 
of  the  more  minute  and  detailed  investigation  of  the  genealogist. 

After  reading  a  vivid  presentation  of  some  noble  life,  very  few 
are  apt  to  consider,  much  less  to  blame  the  author,  for  the  years, 
it  may  be,  of  labor  and  research  necessitated  by  the  attempt  to  truth- 
fully describe  the  acts  and  delineate  the  character  of  his  subject. 
But  very  mau}'^  forget  that  a  genealogy  is  naught  save  a  series  of  con- 
densed biographies.  Though  no  one  denies  that  the  process  of  con- 
densation destroys  their  interest,  it  by  no  means  follows  that  their 
value  suffers  in  equal  proportion.  There  is  not  a  family  but  what 
has  produced  at  least  one  character,  the  story  of  whose  life,  however 
briefly  told,  can  fail  to  impart  many  valuable  lessons.  Every 
genealogist  could  easily  find  the  material  for  many  interesting 
sketches  were  space  allowed  him  to  insert  them. 

The  writer  confesses  that  iu  his  own  ease  family  pride  has  been 
a  leading  incentive  to  genealogical  study.  He  is  proud  of  his  ances- 
tors ;  not  that  they  were  noted  men  or  especially  prominent  iu  the 
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affairs  of  the  nation,  but  because  they  were  without  exception,  as  far 
as  he  can  learn,  true  and  upright,  having  the  fear  of  God  before 
their  eyes  and  serving  well  their  day  and  generation.  He  deems  it 
an  honor  to  have  their  blood  in  his  veins,  and  values  such  a  descent 
far  more  than  one  from  any  merely  titled  nobility. 

"A  prince  can  mak  a  belted  knight, 

A  marquis,  duke,  and  a'  that ; 
But  an  honest  man's  aboon  his  might, 

G-ude  faith,  he  mauna  fa'  tliat !  " 

Perhaps  the  strongest  argument  for  the  compilation  of  genealo- 
gies lies  in  the  moral  influence  they  may  exert.  The  founders  of  our 
New  England  families  were  of  good  stock.  They  and  their  immedi- 
ate descendants  possessed,  as  a  rule,  many  of  those  moral  qualities 
in  which  the  present  age  is  deficient.  Their  reverent,  conscientious 
and  industrioQS  lives,  if  brought  before  their  posterity,  can  hardly 
fail  to  exercise  an  influence  f(!)r  good,  slight  and  unnoticed  perhaps, 
but  none  the  less  real.  Be  all  this  as  it  may,  the  fact  that  the  Bible, 
God's  revealed  word,  devotes  so  much  space  to  genealogical  tables 
and  so  repeatedly  reminds  the  Hebrews  that  they  are  the  children  of 
Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  grants  to  the  family  histor}'  the  right  to 
a  place  amid  the  numberless  volumes  that  annually  issue  from  the 
press. 

Hereditary  surnames  did  not  come  into  use  among  our  English 
ancestors  of  the  lower  and  middle  classes  until  toward  the  middle 
of  the  fifteenth  century.  About  that  time  the  names  arising  from 
occupations,  from  residences,  and  from  personal  characteristics 
began  to  be  handed  down  from  father  to  son.  It  is,  accordingly, 
reasonable  to  assume  that  some  ancestor  of  George  Little  of  New- 
bury, living  in  that  century,  was  small  of  statue  and  thus  entailed 
upon  a  numerous  posterity  a  name  which,  it  is  almost  needless  to 
add,  by  no  means  applies  to  all  of  them.  It  has  indeed  been  re- 
marked that  Longfellow  would  be  far  more  appropriate  for  a  con- 
siderable number,  and  in  one  branch  of  the  family  a  large  and 
powerful  physique  has  been  the  almost  unvarj'ing  rule  for  several 
generations.  The  list  of  surnames  that  have  arisen  in  a  similar  way, 
namely,  from  personal  characteristics  is  very  large,  including  not 
only  such  obvious  ones  as  Bigg,  Small,  White,  Black,  Brown,  Grey, 
Long,  Short,  but  also  others  whose  derivation  is  at  first  sight  less 
evident   as,  Bond,  Reed,  Bass,  Pigott,   Russell.       In   French   and 
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German,  Petit  and  Klein  springing  up  in  the  same  wa}'^  have  become 
common  family  names.  If  any  one  of  the  family  is  dissatisfied  with 
the  patronymic  he  can  console  himself  with  the  thought  that  it  might 
have  been  worse,  for  Littler  and  Least,  each  surely  more  objection- 
able, occur  in  English  records. 

The  ways  in  which  the  surname  can  and  has  been  spelled  are 
surprisingly  numerous.  Twenty-two  different  modes  appear  in  an 
old  account  book  of  Elisha  Ilsley  of  Newbury,  containing  entries  of 
transactions  with  George  Little  and  his  children.  Some  of  them 
may  doubtless  be  ascribed  to  illiteracy,  and  yet  there  is  good  au- 
thority for  the  use  of  the  following  prior  to  1700:  Littell,  Littel, 
Litel,  Lytel,  Lytell,  Lyttelle,  Littelle,  Little,  Lytle,  Lyttle.  Of 
these  the  first  form  has  been  adopted  by  one,  the  last  by  perhaps  a 
dozen  descendants.  The  great  body  of  the  family  with  remarkable 
unanimity  spell  the  name  the  same  as  the  adjective,  a  form  which 
became  established  with  the  third  generation  in  this  country. 

No  one  can  regret  more  deeply  than  the  writer  his  inability  to 
trace  the  parentage  of  the  emigrant  in  the  mother  couutr}'.  The 
unsatisfactory  results  of  endeavors  in  this  direction  are  the  extracts 
from  parish  records  given  in  the  appendix.  The  name,  as  might  be 
expected  from  its  origin,  is  frequently  met  with  in  Great  Britain, 
and  is  common  in  the  north  of  Ireland.  Perhaps  the  earliest  men- 
tion of  the  name  is  that  of  William  Little,  who  was  born  in  1136  at 
Bridlington  in  Yorkshire.  He  was  a  monk  of  Newborough  Abbey, 
and  wrote  a  history  of  England  for  the  period  from  1006  to  1197, 
a  work  which  is  said  to  possess  considerable  merit.  Several 
centuries  later  we  read  that  Ellen,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Little 
of  Berkshire,  married  Edward  Bacon,  Esq.,  of  Shrublaud  Hall, 
County  Suffolk.  He  was  a  son  of  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon,  Lord  Keeper 
of  the  Great  Seal  of  England,  and  a  brother  to  the  famous  Francis 
Bacon,  Viscount  St.  Albans.  About  the  same  time  William  St. 
Barbe,  a  gentleman  of  the  privy  chamber  to  Henry  VIII.  and  Queen 
Elizabeth,  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Robert  Little  of  Bray,  in 
Berkshire.  In  the  herald's  visitation  of  Essex  County,  a  genealogy 
is  given  of  a  family  that  was  settled  at  Halsted  as  early  as  1500.  At 
present  a  famil}^  of  the  name  has  its  seat  at  Llanvah- Grange,  County 
Monmouth,  and  the  vice-chancellorship  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster  is 
held  by  George  Little,  Q.C. 

In  Scotland  we  find  that  Edward  Little,  himself  a  patriot  of  some 
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note,  was  a  nephew  of  the  famous  hero,  Sir  William  Wallace.  We 
read  in  Rymer's  Foedera  that  in  1398  Nicol  Litil  was  charged  with 
certain  duties  on  the  occasion  of  a  truce  between  the  English  and  the 
Scotch,  in  one  of  the  numerous  border  wars.  Two  families  of  the 
name  have  held  more  or  less  extended  estates,  one  at  Meikledale 
and  Langholme,  in  Dumfriesshire,  the  other  at  Liberton,  near  Edin- 
burgh. The  latter  was  quite  prominent  in  the  eighteenth  century, 
and  has  interesting  monuments  in  Greyfriars  church-yard,  in  the  last 
named  city.  There  are  some  reasons  for  thinking  that  our  ancestor 
was  of  Scottish  descent.  In  particular  a  traditionary  account  of  his 
use  of  certain  words  can  be  best  explained  by  that  supposition. 
Little  seems  to  have  been  a  common  surname  on  the  border,  and  it 
is  well  known  that  on  the  accession  of  James  I.  to  the  throne  of 
England  there  was  a  decided  movement  towards  Loudon  of  the 
Scotch  of  all  classes,  and  especially  from  that  part  of  the  kingdom. 
Possibly  the  father  of  the  emigrant  may  have  been  one  of  this  num- 
ber. Were  there  any  evidence  that  the  latter  or  his  children  used 
the  coat  of  arms  which  appeared  in  the  family  a  hundred  years 
afterward,  and  is  practicall}^  the  same  as  that  of  the  Littles  of  Lib- 
erton, there  would  be  strong  ground  for  adopting  this  supposition. 
As  the  matter  now  stands  the  writer  would  caution  his  readers  against 
assuming  that  they  are  connected  with  any  of  the  families  just  men- 
tioned. It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  state  here  that  through  their 
maternal  ancestors  in  New  England,  all  members  of  the  family  are 
distant  kinsmen  of  the  poet  Whittier,  and  that  a  large  portion  of 
them  are  similarly  connected  with  Longfellow. 

The  frontispiece  is  a  reproduction  of  a  painted  coat  of  arms 
which  has  been  found  in  different  branches  of  the  family.  One, 
perhaps  as  old  as  any,  bears  the  name  of  the  painter,  G.  Searle, 
with  the  date  1775.  It  is  inserted  simply  as  a  curiosity,  and  no 
claim  is  made  of  a  right  to  bear  these  arms  according  to  the  laws  of 
English  heraldry. 

Though  this  volume  contains  the  name  of  at  least  one  resident  of 
nearly  every  state  and  territory  of  the  Union,  yet  at  the  beginning 
of  the  century  hardly  a  member  of  the  family  could  be  found  beyond 
the  limits  of  Maine,  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  and  Vermont. 
Almost  all  of  the  first  three  generations  lived  and  died  in  Newbury, 
Mass.,  which,  with   Newburyport   and   West   Newbury,    originally 
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parts  of  it,  has  also  been  the  home  of  a  goodly  proportion  of  the 
succeeding  generations.  The  first  movement  from  Newbury  was  to 
Haverhill  and  the  adjoining  towns  of  Plaistow,  Atkinson,  and 
Hampstead,  N.  H.  These  last  two  indeed  became  second  Newburj^s 
in  point  of  number  and  influence  of  their  inhabitants  by  the  name  of 
Little.  Somewhat  later  different  branches  of  the  family  settled  in 
other  towns  of  the  same  state, — Campton,  Goffstown,  Boscawen, 
Hillsborough,  and  Sutton.  Later  still  Maine,  Vermont,  and  New 
York  were  entered.  Up  to  1800  almost  every  permanent  change  of 
residence  was  from  an  older  to  a  more  newly  settled  region,  showing 
both  the  desire  to  own  land  and  the  bent  toward  pioneering  which  have 
been  strongl}'  characteristic  of  the  famih'.  Three  towns  in  the 
Union  have  been  named  Littleton,  after  founders  or  leading  owners 
numbered  among  the  descendants  of  George  Little  of  Newbur3\  Of 
the  sixty-five  hundred  descendants  mentioned  in  this  work,  a  nearly 
equal  number,  fifteen  hundred,  have  been  residents  of  Massachusetts 
and  New  Hampshire,  the  western  states  can  claim  a  thousand,  Maine 
seven  hundred  and  fifty,  Vermont  five  hundred.  New  York  four 
hundred,  Canada  two  hundred  and  Mtj,  and  the  remainder  are  about 
equally  divided  between  the  states  of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts. 
The  leading  occupation  has  been  agriculture.  Of  fourteen  hun- 
dred heads  of  families  whose  occupations  are  known  to  the  writer, 
more  than  a  third  have  been  fai'mers.  Almost  an  equal  number, 
about  three  hundred,  have  been  engaged  in  business,  in  mechanical, 
and  in  professional  pursuits.  Of  the  three  learned  professions, 
theology  and  medicine  have  had  the  same  number,  namely,  one  in 
twenty ;  law  a  slightly  smaller  proportion.  Five  of  the  graduates, 
a  list  of  whom  is  given  in  the  appendix,  and  whose  numbers  com- 
pare favorably  with  the  size  of  the  famih^  have  served  as  college 
presidents.  Although  no  member  of  the  family  has  followed  litera- 
ture as  a  profession,  several,  to  whom  refereuce  is  made  in  the  third 
index,  can  be  classed  as  authors.  A  fair  share  of  political  honors 
has  fallen  to  the  family.  It  has  had  a  representative  in  each  house 
of  the  national  congress,  and  about  one  in  every  twenty  has  served 
in  the  state  legislatures.  The  compiler  regrets  that  he  cannot  give 
full  statistics  with  relation  to  the  connection  of  the  family  with 
religious  denominations.  With  a  very  few  exceptions  they  are  prot- 
estants,  and  as  almost  all  in  the  earlier  generations  belonged  to  the 
Congregational  churches,  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  still  remains 
the  leading  sect. 
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The  arrangement  of  this  genealogy  is  not  materially  different 
from  that  of  similar  books.  An  account  is  given  of  G-eorge  Little, 
the  emigrant,  on  pages  1-5,  then  of  his  children,  and  so  on,  the 
descendants  by  male  lines  being  grouped  in  their  respective  genera- 
tions, those  by  female  lines  being  always  given  under  the  ancestor 
with  whom  the  family  surname  disappeared.  On  the  left  of  the 
name  of  each  descendant  is  a  number.  These  numbers  run  in  regu- 
lar order  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  book,  and  serve  to 
identify  the  individual,  references  to  him  being  made  by  means  of  them. 
Certain  of  them,  it  will  be  noticed,  are  preceded  by  stars.  This 
denotes  that  the  name  thus  marked  is  made  the  subject  of  a  para- 
graph farther  on  in  the  book,  this  paragraph  having  the  individual's 
nnmber  above  it  in  large  type.  As  a  rule  the  name  of  each  Little, 
male  or  female,  who  has  descendants,  appears  twice  in  the  book, — 
once  in  connection  with  the  father's  family,  and  second  as  the  sub- 
ject of  a  similar  paragraph.  In  these  paragraphs,  directly  to  the 
right  of  the  christian  name  (the  surname  Little  is  always  to  be  un- 
derstood when  no  other  is  given)  is  placed  a  small  figure  which 
indicates  the  generation.  Adjoining  are  placed,  printed  in  italics  and 
within  brackets,  the  names  of  the  male  ancestors  back  to  George,  the 
emigrant,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  at  a  glance  one's  line  of  de- 
scent, and  thus  aid  in  determining  his  relationship  to  any  other  person 
in  the  book.  If,  always  beginning  at  the  right  hand,  none  of  the 
names  and  numbers  within  the  brackets  coincide,  the  two  persons 
are  first,  second,  third  cousins  according  as  there  are  one,  two,  or 
three  names  included.  In  case  the  names  are  the  same  at  the 
beginning,  reject  these  and  compute  as  before  from  the  balance. 
For  example,  desiring  to  know  the  relationship  between  *1735  and 
*25]8,  we  find  on  reference  to  the  brackets  that  their  onl}^  common 
ancestor  was  Joseph'^.  The  remaining  four  names  show  by  their 
number  that  the  persons  were  fourth  cousins. 

Having  found  one's  own  place  in  the  genealogy  by  reference  to 
the  first  index  if  his  name  is  Little,  otherwise  to  the  second,  what 
is  stated  of  his  ancestors  can  be  easily  discovered  by  noting  the 
number  in  the  center  of  the  page  above  the  paragraph,  and  then 
turning  backward  till  the  same  occurs  in  the  left  margin.  This  para- 
graph will  give  an  account  of  the  nearest  ancestor,  and  by  proceed- 
ing in  the  same  way  the  others  will  be  found. 

On  pages  xv.  and  xvi.  tabular  views  of  all  the  male  lines  of 
descent  are  given,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  also  assist  one  in  finding 
what  he  desires.

GEORGE  LITTLE  OF  NEWBURY, 

AND    HIS   DESCENDANTS. 


GEORGE  LITTLE,  the  foimcler  of  the  Newbury  family  of  this 
name,  came,  according  to  a  long  ciirreut  and  probably  reliable  tradi- 
tion, from  Unicorn  Street,  near  London  Bridge,  England.  The  par- 
ish records  of  St.  Olave's,  Southwark,  and  of  the  neighboring  St. 
Saviour's,  show  that  several  families  of  the  name  lived  in  that  vicinity 
at  the  close  of  the  sixteenth  and  beginning  of  the  seventeenth  cen- 
tury, but  afford  no  information  in  regard  to  the  parentage  of  George 
who  came  to  America.  Among  his  descendants  who  live  at  New- 
bury Oldtown  there  exists  a  tradition  that  he  had  a  brother  Thomas, 
who  was  an  officer  in  Cromwell's  navy,  and  gave  him  title  deeds  to 
lands  at  Barbadoes,  in  the  West  Indies.  These  afterwards  disap- 
peared, and  were  believed  to  have  been  stolen  by  two  young  men 
who  left  town  about  that  time. 

He  came  to  Newbury,  Massachusetts,  in  1G40,  or  soon  after,  and 
is  said  to  have  worked  for  Mr.  Woodbridge,  who  had  adA^anced  his 
passage  money,  and  who  employed  him  in  building  fences  made  out 
of  logs  placed  endwise  in  the  ground,  side  by  side.  This  tradition 
seems  to  be  substantiated  in  part  by  the  statement  in  the  town  rec- 
ords that  "four  acres  of  upland  were  laid  out  to  George  Little  on 
behalf  of  Mr.  John  Woodbridge."  In  Sept.,  1650,  he  bought  the 
freehold  right  in  Newbury  of  John  Osgood,  Sr.,  who  had  removed 
to  Andover.  From  this  time  onward  his  purchases  of  land  are  quite 
numerous.  ^,  He  bought  fourteen  acres  of  Nicholas  Noyes ;  ten  acres 
of  upland  of  Thomas  Coleman,  the  deed  of  which  has  been  preserved 
and  is  at  the  Essex  Institute,  Salem;  and  in  March,  1651,  in  com- 
pany with  Thomas  Brown,  the  farm  of  Mr.  Stephen  Dummer,  "at 
the  Birchen  Meadows,"  containing  thi'ee  hundred  acres.  In  a  town 
meeting  in  1670  it  was  voted  "that  the  Selectmen  shall  take  care  that 
George  Little  fence  in  no  more  laud  than  his  due."  This  might  at 
first  seem  to  imply  dishonesty  on  his  part.     A  consideration  of  the 
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circumstances,  together  with  what  is  known  of  liis  character  from  otlier 
sources,  show  the  injustice  of  such  an  inference.  His  lands,  which  in 
some  cases  adjoined  the  imdivided  territory  belonging  to  the  town  in 
common,  were  not  inclosed  at  the  time  of  purchase,  and  their  limits  as 
pointed  out  by  previous  owners  and  adopted  by  him  could  easily  con- 
flict with  those  which  his  townsmen  deemed  correct. 

The  farms  of  his  selection  are  said  to  contain  some  of  the  finest 
land  in  the  town,  and  have  remained  in  the  hands  of  his  descendants 
to  the  present  time.  He  acquired  a  title  to  lands  in  the  Quinebaug 
country  in  Connecticut,  and  also,  it  is  believed,  at  Stonington  in  the 
same  state.  Reference  is  made  to  the  former  in  the  inventory  of  his 
son  Moses.  In  1669  he  received  a  patent  for  eighty  acres  in  Wood- 
bridge,  N.  J.,  which  he  afterwards  deeded  to  his  son  Joseph  and 
grandson  John,  and  which  was  sold  by  them  to  William  Ilsley  in 
February,  1701-2.  He  was  one  of  the  petitioners  for  a  township  of 
land  at  Pennecooke,  now  Concord,  N.  H.  The  grant  was  made,  but 
lapsed  through  non-fulfillment  of  conditions.  In  July,  1688,  he  peti- 
tioned Sir  Edmond  Andros,  then  Governor  of  New  England,  for 
confirmation  of  his  title  to  four  hundred  acres  of  land  ' '  on  the  north 
side  of  Swan  Pond  westward  from  the  Saco  River,"  which  he  had 
purchased  some  ten  years  previously  of  Rev.  Seaborn  Cotton.  The 
petition  states  that  he  had  expended  £40  upon  it  without  any  return 
as  yet,  and  that  he  owned  meadow  lands  adjacent.  He  and  his  son 
Moses  were  taxed  this  year  in  Newbur}'  upon  two  houses,  twelve 
acres  of  ploughed  lands,  thirty-four  of  meadow  and  eight  of  pasture, 
two  horses,  twenty-three  head  of  cattle,  forty  sheep,  and  six  hogs. 

He  served  several  times  upon  juries  at  Ipswich  and  Salem,  but  as 
far  as  is  known  held  no  public  oflflces.  In  1653  he  was  appraiser  of 
the  estate  of  William  Stevens,  and  in  1689  of  that  of  John  Sawyer. 
He  was  overseer  of  the  estate  of  John  Rolfe,  of  Cambridge,  in  1681, 
and  executor  of  Nathaniel  Cheney's  in  1684.  These  appointments 
imply  a  reputation  for  ability  and  uprightness. 

His  name  appears  among  the  petitioners  for  a  remission  of  the 
fine  and  punishment  infiicted  upon  Major  Robert  Pike,  of  Salisbur}^, 
in  1653,  for  denouncing  a  law  just  passed  hj  the  General  Court 
which  made  it  a  misdemeanor  for  anj^  one  to  preach  upon  the  Sab- 
bath who  was  not  an  ordained  minister.  Major  Pike  was  decidedly 
in  advance  of  his  generation  in  matters  of  religious  tolerance  and 
civil  liberty,  and  from  this  fact,  and  especially  from  the  adjoined 
petition  found  among  the  papers  of  George  Little  and  printed  in  the 
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History  of  Newbury,  it  would  seem  tliat  the  latter  sympathized  with 
these  views  : 

To   THE   HONORED   GENERALL   COURT. 

Whereas  wee  have  these  many  yeares  bin  preserved  by  the  good  providence  of 
God  under  a  peaceable  gov'ernraent  in  this  wildernesse  and  luany  worthy  things 
have  by  you  bin  donne  unto  and  for  this  people,  which  we  acknowledge  with  all 
thankfuluesse,  notwithstanding,  may  it  please  you  to  take  notice  of  some  greevance 
of  many  of  the  people  of  God  in  this  country  which  lieth  on  their  spirits,  respecting 
some  streightnes  and  streightening  of  yt  christian  liberty  which  wee  think  ought 
to  be  allowed  unto  all  christians  houlding  the  foundation  and  walking  orderly 
though  of  different  perswations,  namely,  to  worship  God  according  to  their  owne 
judgement  and  consciences  without  being  restrained  to  the  judgements  of  others 
bj'  human  law ;  and  for  as  much  as  our  gratious  king  is  pleased  in  his  letter  to 
declare  fas  wee  apprehend]  that  a  principall  end  of  this  plantation  granted  is  yt 
liberty  of  conscience  may  bee  heere  enjoyed.  "Wee  hope  therefore  it  will  be  noe 
griefe  of  mind  to  you  to  consider  of  it  and  to  repeale  such  lawes  as  are  a  hinder- 
ance  or  restraining  in  any  respect  to  y*=  people  of  God  either  in  their  joining  together 
in  church  fellowship  or  exercising  in  the  ordinances  of  God  accordinge  to  y«  pure 
gospel  rules.  Our  humble  petition  is  that  all  such  laws  as  occasion  or  cause  any 
such  streightnes,  restraint  or  hinderance  maj'  be  repealed,  and  that  such  christian 
liberty  may  bee  allowed  and  confirmed,  the  which  wee  believe  will  tend  much 
to  y«  glory  of  God  in  y«  peace  and  settlement  of  his  people  heere.  And  soe  shall 
wee  pray  for  3'our  peace  and  remain  [as  in  duty  we  are  bound]  your  faithfnl  and 
humble  petitioners. 

lu  the  prolonged  ecclesiastical  dispute  which  divided  the  church 
at  Newbury  for  so  many  years  he  was  on  the  side  of  the  pastor,  Rev. 
Mr.  Parker,  but  soou  after  the  settlement  of  difficulties  he,  with  his 
wife,  joined  the  first  Baptist  Church  in  Boston,  and  in  1682  they 
became  members  of  a  small  church  of  the  same  denomination  in  New- 
bury. The  following  letter,  written  to  him  by  a  friend,  is  given  as 
an  example  of  the  correspondence  of  that  day,  and  more  particularly 
to  show  the  way  in  which  his  surname  was  often  spelled : 

Dear  &  loving  brother  littell,  in  gospell  bonds  my  harty  love  rememered 
unto  you  and  your  wife  though  unto  me  unknown,  &  hoping  you  are  in  helth  as  I 
being  att  this  wrighting  hereof  blessed  be  the  Lord,  hartily  giving  you  thanks  for 
your  kind  entertainment  when  I  was  last  att  your  house.  This  is  farther  to  let 
you  understand  I  have  married  to  one  Margery  Colman,  a  widdow  on  the  island 
N"antucket  where  I  now  am.  I  believe  God  hath  profided  for  me  &  given  me  a 
meet  help  a  very  loving  wife,  one  in  charity  &  walking  &  I  judge  for  the  Lord  & 
a  true  lover  of  the  pepell  at  church  of  the  Lord  &  I  se  nothing  but  the  Lord 
blessing  our  indavors  we  may  live  comfortably  though  both  aged  and  but  crazy. 
Tou  know  my  weakness  &  God  marks  my  instabilit}'-  I  hope  in  marsy  of  my 
insufficiency  as  to   the   work  I   am   imploj'ed   in  as   to  soul   c(mcerns,  but   my 
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desire  is  wholly  to rely  upon  the  Lord  though  I  am  weak  that  weakness 

is that  can  &  I  belief  will  enable  me  in  some  measure  to  do  what  he  calls 

me  to  for  which  I  beg  your  prayers  that  in  heart  and  life  I  may  be  to  the  praise 
of  his  free  grace  making  &  keeping  me  faithfull  unto  death,  I  may  receive  the 
crown  of  life  provided  unto  all  that  love  him.  This  further,  brother,  I  desire  & 
entreat  yow  to  remember  my  harty  respects  &  love  to  Elder  Hull  &  his  wife,  our 

deacons  &  their  wifes  brother &  his  wife  &  cousin  Swett  &  all  the  rest  of 

my  brethren  &  sisters  in  gospel  bonds  as  if  I  had  named  them  in  partickeler  as 
you  may  &,  have  opportunity  wanting  time  and  other  occasions  lying  hard  upon 
me.  This  farther  I  &  my  wife  entreat  you  to  remember  our  harty  love  to  our 
brother  Chandler  &  his  wife  &  all  their  children  entreating  him  if  he  have  my 
husband  Colman's  mind  which  himself  did  write  &  my  husband  Colman  did  set 
his  hand  to  it  how  he  would  leave  me  a  comfortable  maintynance  if  he  died  &  left 
me  a  widow.  My  wife  desires  he  wold,  be  pleased  to  send  it  if  he  have  the  same 
as  judging  it  might  be  of  great  benefit  &  use  unto  her  for  her  husband  Colman's 
sous  deals  very  hardly  by  her  &  keeps  &  takes  what  they  can  from  me  &  requites 
me  ver3'  unworthily  for  all  my  care  &  endeavors  for  their  good  which  is  a  great 
grief  &  trouble  unto  me  but  we  trust  the  Lord  will  bear  us  up  &  grant  what  is 
necessary  &  give  us  contentment  in  our  spirits  in  that  portion  he  in  his  wisdom 
shall  serve  out  unto  us.  so  earnestly  desiring  a  few  lines  from  you  to  let  us 
know  your  own  estate  &  how  things  respecting  our  society  in  public  carrying  on 
in  the  concerns  of  the  public  worship  of  God  &  how  we  do  in  number  &  increase 
with  the  increasiugs  of  God  in  love  to  God  &  love  &  peace  among  yourselves  by 
which  it  is  made  manifest  that  we  are  the  true  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ  by  our 
peaceable  living  in  love  one  with  another.  Committing  you  to  the  protection  of 
the  Almighty  God  &  begging  your  &  all  my  brethrens   prayers  for  my  being 

into  his  heavenly  kingdom  &  delivered  from  every  sinful  way  &  work  I 

rest  your  loving  brother

He  vpas  a  tailor  by  trade,  but  like  the  majority  of  settlers  in  a 
new  country,  probably  gave  himself  chiefly  to  agriculture.  Though 
not  an  educated  man,  he  was  remarkable  for  his  strength  of  mind  as 
well  as  of  body.  Tradition  says  that  he  could  carry  a  plough  on  his 
shoulder  from  his  home  to  his  farm  at  Turkey  Hill,  over  three  miles 
away,  and  that  he  was  exceedingly  well  versed  in  scripture,  being 

t  Thomas  Osburne  was  baptized  and  joined  the  Baptist  Church  in  Charlestown,  28  May, 
1665.  He  was  prosecuted  therefor,  and  sentenced  to  be  disfranchised  under  a  law  previ- 
ously passed  by  the  General  Court  forbidding  public  worship  apart  from  the  recognized 
churches.  On  17  April,  1666,  he  was  again  indicted  for  abstaining  from  attendance  at 
church,  fined  four  pounds,  and  committed  to  prison  for  refusing  to  bind  himself  to  appear 
at  next  court  of  assistants.  In  1673  he  was  fined  twenty  shillings  for  the  same  reason. 
In  1678  he  was  licensed  to  preach  by  his  Baptist  brethren.

doubt  whether  it  is  a  genuine  autograph. 

The  house  which  he  built  in  1679,  and  occupied  during  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life,  was  taken  down  in  1851.  It  stood  about  thii'ty 
rods  east  of  the  present  residence  of  Deacon  Joseph  Little. 

He  man'ied  first  Alice  Poor,  who  sailed  for  New  England  from 
Southampton  in  the  Bevis,  in  May,  1638,  together  with  her  younger 
brothers  Samuel  and  Daniel,  in  the  party  of  Mr.  Stephen  Dummer. 
She  is  believed  to  have  been  a  native  of  AViltshii-e.  Judge  Sewall — 
he  was  the  son  of  Henry  and  Jane  (Dummer)  Sewall — speaks  in  his 
diary  of  calling  upon  Goodman  and  Goodwife  Little  on  one  of  his 
visits  at  Newbury,  and  says,  in  another  place,  that  she  "lived  in  sore 
pain  for  many  years  before  her  death."  She  died  1  Dec,  1680,  aged 
62.  He  manied  second  19  July,  1681,  Eleanor,  widow  of  Thomas 
Barnard  of  Amesbury,  who  survived  him,  dying  27  Nov.,  1694.  The 
exact  date  of  his  death  is  not  known,  but  it  was  between  15  March, 
1693,  and  27  Nov.,  1694.  It  is  supposed  that  he  divided  his  prop- 
erty before  his  death,  and  the  estate  was  settled  without  legal  admin- 
istration. 

He  was  buried  in  the  gravej'ard  adjoining  the  first  church.  Not 
many  years  after  a  new  edifice  was  built  very  near,  if  not  directly  over 
his  grave,  all  traces  of  which  have  of  course  long  since  disappeared.

t  Tristram  Coffin,  the  father  of  the  two  sisters  whom  Joseph  2  and  Moses  2  married,  was 
born  in  1632,  married  Judith,  widow  of  Henry  Somerby  and  daughter  of  Capt.  Edmund 
Greenleaf.  He  was  a  merchant  tailor  and  lived  in  Newbury,  where  he  died  4  Feb.,  1704. 
His  father  whose  name  was  also  Tristram  was  born  in  1609  in  Plymouth,  England,  mar- 
ried Dionis  Stevens,  and  came  to  New  England  in  1642.  He  lived  at  Newbury,  Salisbury, 
and  finally  at  Nantucket  where  he  died  in  1681.  His  parents  were  Peter  and  Joanna

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who  was  born  12  Nov.,  1657,  aud  died  28  Nov.,  1725.  Captain 
Joseph  was  much  more  prominent  in  town  affairs  than  his  father. 
He  was  tythingman  in  1685,  and  selectman  in  1692-3,  1700,  1704-5. 

He  seems  to  have  always  been  connected 
with  the  established  (Congregational) 
church,  of  which  he  and  his  wife  were 
members.  It  was  then  the  custom  to  seat  the  congregation  accord- 
ing to  their  rank  in  the  community,  and  in  the  allotment  of  seats 
after  the  erection  of  a  new  house  of  worship  in  1700,  quite  a  promi- 
nent one  was  given  him.  In  1688  he  was  taxed  for  two  houses, 
twelve  acres  of  ploughed  land,  twelve  of  meadow,  twenty  of  pasture, 
two  horses,  one  colt,  five  hogs,  thirty  sheep,  aud  thirtj^-two  head  of 
cattle.  His  lauds  were  afterwards  largely  increased  by  inheritance 
and  numerous  purchases.  He  is  believed  to  have  lived  at  Turkey 
Hill  from  his  marriage  till  about  1730,  when  he  removed  to  the  part 
of  Newbury  uow  Newburyport,  where  several  of  his  sous  were  en- 
gaged in  trade.  He  distributed  his  real  estate  among  his  sous  before 
his  death,  and  in  his  will  dated  27  Jan.,  1737,  and  proved  1  Oct., 
1740,  he  divides  his  household  goods  between  his  daughters  Judith 
Moody  and  Sarah  Thing,  and  gives  one-third  of  the  remainder  of  his 
estate  to  his  daughter-in-law  Mary  Little,  one-third  to  his  grandson 
(94)  Nathan,  one-third  to  his  grandson  (95)  Ebenezer.  The  latter 
was  administrator  with  the  will  annexed.  The  appraisal  was  £173.8.6. 
The  following  is  the  inscription  upon  his  gravestone  at  Burying  Hill, 
Newburyport :

Two  of  his 
account  books  were  recently  in  existence.  At  his  death  he  was  the 
executor  of  the  estate  of  Joseph  Morin,  and  perhaps  had  settled 
other  estates. 

He  died  of  small-pox,  and.  according  to  the  practice  of  that  time, 
was  kept  during  his  illness  in  a  room  so  heated  that  one's  hand  could 
not  rest  on  the  walls  without  discomfort.  It  is  the  tradition  that  he 
caught  the  disease  while  passing  a  house  where  infected  clothing  was 
exposed  from  the  windows,  and  that  his  physician,  while  in  a  state 
of  intoxication,  administered  a  prescription  which  hastened,  if  it  did 
not  cause,  his  death.  He  died  8  March,  1691,  and  was  buried  in  the 
vicinity  of  his  home.

Wash- 
ington, John  Adams,  Louis  Philippe,  Talleyrand,  and  other  distin- 
guished guests  partook  of  his  hospitalities.  As  eminent  for  piety  as  he 
was  for  mental  endowments,  the  Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he  was  a 
warden,  shared  in  his  generous  liberality.  He  was  a  Representative, 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  a  Senator  in  the  Legisla- 
ture of  Massachusetts,  and  a  Senator  of  the  United  States  in  the  first 
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Congress  after  the  adoption  of  the  Federal  Constitution.  When  Wash- 
ington City  was  founded,  Mr.  Dalton  invested  his  entire  fortune  in 
lands  there,  and  lost  it  by  the  mismanagement  of  a  lousiness  agent. 
At  the  same  time  a  vessel  which  was  freighted  with  his  furniture  and 
valuable  library  was  lost  on  her  voyage  from  Newburyport  to  Wash- 
ington, and  he  thus  found  himself,  after  having  lived  sixty  years  in 
affluence,  penniless.  Several  offices  of  profit  and  honor  were  imme- 
diately tendered  him  by  the  government,  and  he  accepted  the  Sur- 
veyorship  of  Boston.

Though  Mr.  Little  never  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  a  collegiate 
education,  his  mental  powers  were  strengthened  and  trained  by  sev-

by  Harvard  College.  He 
studied  theology  with  Rev.  Joseph  Moody  of  York,  and  in  March  of 
1751  he  was  ordained  pastor  of  the  second  parish  in  Wells,  a  posi- 
tion which  he  occupied  until  his  death,  over  fifty  years  later.  His 
pastoral  duties  were  faithfully  and  successfully  performed.  He  was 
deeply  interested  in  the  temporal  as  well  as  spiritual  welfare  of  his 
parishioners,  and  was  always  employed  in  devising  some  means  for 
its  promotion.  None  but  the  kindest  feelings  were  exercised  towards 
him  by  his  people  during  the  remarkably  long  term  of  years  he  was 
their  minister. 

In  1772  he  was  appointed  for  inissionaiy  service  in  the  eastern 
portion  of  the  District  of  Maine.  This  led,  during  the  course  of 
the  following  years,  to  a  series  of  missionary  tours  in  that  region, 
which  were  in  the  highest  degree  arduous.  The  success  which 
attended  his  efforts,  however,  was  fully  sufficient  to  justify  them,  and 
he  came  to  be  styled  the  Apostle  of  the  East.  On  one  occasion  he 
was  sent  especially  to  the  Indians  on  the  Penobscot,  and  established 
a  school  for  them,  which  was  quite  successful  until  the  interference 
of  the  Catholic  priests,  who  discouraged  the  undertaking.     At  this 
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time  he  took  an  opportunity  to  learn  their  language,  and  afterwards 
prepared  a  full  vocabulary. 

He  was  one  of  the  first  members  of  the  American  Academy  of 
Arts  and  Sciences,  and  several  of  his  papers  are  printed  among  its 
publications.  His  intellectual  powers  were  of  no  mean  order,  and 
the  inventive  faculty  was  especiall}^  prominent.  He  contrived  and 
made  the  first  sleigh  ever  used  in  his  parish.  He  devised  a  new 
and,  as  he  hoped,  an  improved  method  of  manufacturing  steel.  It 
unfortunately  proved  impracticable,  but  the  confidence  of  his  con- 
temporaries in  his  ability  as  well  as  his  integrity,  is  clearly  shown 
by  the  grant  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  by  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  for  the  prosecution  of  his  scheme. 

Throughout  his  life  he  manifested  much  interest  in  the  education 
of  the  young  and,  though  then  far  advanced  in  years,  was  selected  as 
one  of  the  trustees  of  Bowdoin  College  at  its  establishment.!  He 
died  suddenly  of  paralysis  5  Dec,  1801.  Children,  beside  one  who 
died  unnamed  :

Illustrative  of  his  physical  powers,  it  is  narrated  that  a 
Newbury  port  shipbuilder  was  once  urging  him  to  purchase  a  slave, 
setting  forth,  among  other  good  points,  his  wonderful  strength. 
"  If  he  can't  lift  as  much  as  you,"  said  his  owner,  "  you  can  have 
him  for  nothing."  Mr.  Little  immediately  lifted,  with  apparent  ease, 
one  end  of  a  large  timber  and  told  the  negro  to  raise  the  other. 
The  poor  fellow  tugged  and  strained  in  vain.  No  slave,  however, 
was  ever  owned  on  the  homestead  at  Newbury  Oldtown,  where  he 
lived  and  died.  He  is  said  to  have  once  sheared  fifteen  sheep  while 
the  sands  of  an  hour-glass  were  running  out.  His  open-handed 
style  of  living  and  large  family  kept  him  from  increasing,  but  did 
not  lead  him  to  diminish,  the  paternal  acres.  Both  he  and  his  wife 
were  members  of  the  church  at  Newbury,  and  letters  written  to  his 
son  Nathaniel,  while  absent  in  the  Revolutionary  army,  testify  to 
his  piety.

MOSES,-*  \_Moses-^  Moses-~\  born  8  May,  1724;  married  Abigail 
Bailey,  who  was  born  15  Feb.,  1724,  and  died  6  Feb.,  1815.  For 
her  ancestry  see  note  on  page  39.  Like  others  of  her  family  she  was 
a  woman  of  much  ability  and  character.  Col.  Little  married  when 
but  nineteen,  and  built  a  few  years  later  the  house  nearly  opposite 
his  father's,  at  Turkey  Hill,  where  he  lived  till  his  death.     It  is  now 
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owned  and  occupied  by  John  Gardner  Little,  Esq.  A  view  of  it  is 
given  on  the  opposite  page,  and  an  account  of  its  cost  and  some  of 
the  materials  used  in  its  construction  may  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

A  large  part  of  his  time  and  attention  throughout  his  life  seems 
to  have  been  devoted  to  the  purchase  and  improvement  of  wild 
lands.  He  was  for  several  years  Surveyor  of  the  King's  Woods,  a 
position  which  gave  him  excellent  facilities  for  becoming  acquainted 
with  the  value  of  such  property.  About  1750,  in  company  with 
others,  he  obtained  from  Governor  Beuuing  Wentworth  a  large 
grant  of  the  unoccupied  crown  lands  lying  within  the  present  limits 
of  Vermont.  With  Major  Samuel  Gerrish  and  Colonel  Jonathan 
Bagley,  he  acted  as  agent  for  the  proprietors  of  Bakerstown,  and 
succeeded  in  1765  in  obtaining  for  them,  from  the  General  Court 
of  Massachusetts,  a  township  of  land  in  Maine,  in  lieu  of  one  pre- 
viously granted  and  found  to  be  within  the  borders  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. By  purchasing  the  rights  of  tlie  original  proprietors,  he  and 
his  son  Josiah  became  eventually  the  owners  of  a  greater  part  of 
the  grant  which  comprised  the  present  towns  of  Poland  and  Minot 
and  a  portion  of  Auburn.  In  1768  a  still  larger  tract,  on  the 
e>  .stern  side  of  the  Androscoggin,  was  granted  to  him  and  Colonel 
Bagley,  by  the  Pejepscot  Company,  on  condition  that  they  would 
build  certain  roads  and  settle  fifty  families  there  before  June  1, 
1774.  These  conditions,  it  is  believed,  were  onl}^  partiall}'  fulfilled, 
and  the  amount  of  land  actually  deeded  was  somewhat  diminished 
in  consequence.  The  town  of  Leeds  in  this  state  was  at  first  called 
Littleborough,  in  his  honor.  He  bought  in  1769  a  large  interest  in 
the  township  of  Apthorp,  in  New  Hampshire,  which  was  afterwards 
divided,  one  town  being  named  Littleton  and  the  other  Dalton,  from 
his  kinsman,  Hon.  Tristram  Daltou.  His  possessions  in  this  region 
were  largely  increased  b}-  subsequent  purchases. 

He  was  in  command  of  the  Newbury  soldiers  in  the  expedition 
against  Louisbourg  in  1758,  and  during  the  campaign  gained  the 
warm  affection  of  his  men,  and  proved  himself  an  able  officer.  The 
war  of  the  Revolution  found  him  over  fifty  years  of  age,  but  as  active 
and  earnest  in  the  defense  of  his  country's  liberties  as  the  youno-est. 
Upon  the  first  tidings  of  the  encounter  at  Lexington,  he  marched 
with  his  company  to  the  American  headquarters  at  Cambridge.  Tradi- 
tion says  the  news  reached  Turkey  Hill  at  midnight,  and  by  six  the 
next  morning  he  was  on  the  road  at  the  head  of  his  men.  He  was 
placed  in  command  of  the  regiment  raised  from  the  northern  part  of 
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Essex  County,  and  containing,  June  15th,  456  men.  At  the  battle  of 
Bunker  Hill  he  led  three  of  his  companies  across  Charlestown  Neck 
under  a  severe  fire  from  the  British  batteries  and  ships  of  war,  reached 
the  scene  of  action  before  the  first  charge  of  the  enemy,  and  was  pres- 
ent throughout  tlie  entire  engagement.  His  men  were  posted  in  dif- 
ferent places,  a  part  at  the  redoubt,  a  part  at  the  breastwork,  and 
some  at  the  rail  fence.  A  fourth  company  from  his  regiment  came 
upon  the  hill  after  the  battle  began.  He  himself  is  spoken  of  as  behav- 
ing with  much  spirit.  Though  not  wounded  he  had  several  narrow 
escapes.  Men  on  each  side  of  him  were  killed,  and  his  clothes  were 
bespattered  with  blood.  Forty  of  his  regiment  were  killed  or  wounded. 

He  remained  with  his  command  at  Cambridge,  leaving  it  only  two 
days  when  called  home  in  August  to  attend  the  funeral  of  two  of  his 
children.  He  was  the  officer  of  the  day  when  Washington  took  com- 
mand of  the  army,  and  afterwards  became  personally  acquainted  with 
his  commander-in-chief,  who  held  him  in  high  esteem.  It  is  said  that 
on  one  occasion,  when/ several  officers  were  complaining  bitterly  of  the 
character  of  the  provisions,  Washington  suggested  that  they  confer 
with  Col.  Moses  Little,  who  had  not  found  time  to  allude  to  hard- 
ships of  this  sort.  He  went  with  the  army  to  New  York  after  the 
evacuation  of  Boston,  and  was  present  at  the  disastrous  battle  of 
Long  Island.  He  held  command  of  Fort  Greene,  near  the  center  of 
the  American  line,  before  the  engagement,  and  during  it  was  sta- 
tioned at  the  Flatbush  Pass.  He  also  took  part  in  the  battle  at  Har- 
lem Heights,  but  did  not  accompany  his  men  in  the  retreat  through 
New  Jersey,  being  detained  by  sickness  at  Peekskill.  During  the 
winter  he  was  in  command  of  an  important  encampment  at  the 
latter  place,  but  in  the  spring  of  1777  was  forced  to  return  home  on 
account  of  ill  health.  Two  years  later  he  declined  for  the  same 
reason  the  commission  of  brigadier-general  and  the  command  of  an 
expedition  raised  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  dislodge 
the  enemy  from  their  position  on  the  Penobscot. 

After  his  return  to  Newbury  he  was  pressed  into  the  civil  service, 
and  represented  his  native  town  in  the  legislature  for  several  years, 
as  he  had  done  before  the  war.  In  1781  he  lost  to  a  large  extent 
his  power  of  speech  by  a  stroke  of  paralysis.  He  lived,  however,  for 
several  years,  dying  27  May,  1798.  He  was  a  man  in  whom  indom- 
itable energy  was  united  to  natural  abilities  of  no  mean  order.  He 
was  especially  characterized  by  an  acute  knowledge  of  human  nature 
and  imperturbable  self-possession.     The  latter  quality,  with  his  excel- 
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lent  judgment  made  him  a  superior  military  officer,  and  had  not  his 
health  failed,  would  probably  have  given  him  a  more  prominent  posi- 
tion among  the  heroes  of  the  Revolution.  No  portrait  of  him  is  in 
existence,  but  the  painting  of  his  son  Josiah,  reproduced  in  form  of

a  heliotype  for  this  book,  is  said  to  give  a  good  idea  of  his  features. 
The  accompanj^ing  autograph  is  taken  from  one  of  his  regimental 
returns.  The  sword  he  used  at  Bunker  Hill,  his  commission  from 
the  Continental  Congress,  and  other  relics  are  preserved  at  Turkey 
Hni.     Some  of  his  letters  are  given  in  the  appendix. 

In  his  will,  which  was  made  in  the  early  part  of  the  war  and 
proved  4  June,  1798,  he  makes  provision  for  his  wife,  and  bequests 
of  land  or  money  to  each  of  his  daughters,  gives  to  his  son  Moses 
all  lands  in  Apthorp,  N.  H.,  and  one-eighth  of  the  Pejepscot  patent, 
and  the  remainder  of  his  property"  to  his  son  Josiah.  The  estate 
was  appraised  at  $62,356.84.

He  was  an  enterprising  and  successful  business  man  and  a 
prominent  and  respected  citizen.  In  1773  he  declined  from  the 
royal  governor  a  commission  as  a  Justice  of  the  Inferior  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  for  Grafton  Count3\  but  after  the  Revolution  was  for 
several  years  a  justice  of  the  peace  and  quorum.  He  was  also  a 
captain  in  the  militia.  His  house  at  Campton,  a  view  of  which  is 
given,  was  built  as  earlj^  as  1786,  and,  with  the  exception  of  the 
piazza,  is  the  same  as  when  he  occupied  it.  It  was  constructed  very 
thorovighly  and  the  first  set  of  shingles  lasted  over  half  a  centurj- . 
After  his  death  it  was  owned  b}^  his  son  James,  then  b}''  the  latter's 
heirs,  afterwards  b}^  Judge  Arthur  Livermore,  and  is  now  (1880) 
the  property  of  Mr.  Joseph  Holmes.  In  1797  he  removed  to  Ports- 
mouth and  the  following  summer,  while  on  his  way  to  Campton  to 

t  Deacon  James  Milk  was  born  in  Boston  in  1 7 1 1 ,  married  in  1735  Sarali  Brown,  by 
wliom  he  liad  a  large  family,  and  settled  in  Portland,  Me.

Col.  Josiah  Little,  like  his  father,  was  a  man  of  great  energy  and 
business  talent.  He  had  charge  of  his  father's  real  estate  for  many 
years,  and  early  gained  an  acquaintance  with  the  worth  of  wild  lauds, 
which  was  of  great  advantage  to  him.  The  purchase,  care,  and 
improvement  of  this  kind  of  property  occupied  a  large  portion  of 
his  time.  He  was  also  engaged  to  a  considerable  extent  in  shipping, 
and  was  a  large  owner  of  real  estate  in  the  •  business  portion  of 
Newburyport.  He  left  at  his  death  a  handsome  estate.  He  was 
prominent  in  public  affairs,  and  his  influence  in  Newbury  was  almost 
unlimited.  He  was  representative  to  the  General  Court  for  twenty- 
tive  years,  of  which  nineteen  were  in  succession,  and  served  in  the 
constitutional  convention  of  1820.  His  influence  in  the  legislature 
prevented  at  one  time  the  sacrifice  of  state  lands  in  Maine.  He  was 
a  vigorous  adherent  of  the  party  that  favored  the  placing  of  the 
honor  of  the  country  be^^ond  the  reach  of  popular  excitement,  and 
yet  no  man  of  equal  wealth  can  be  named  who  was  more  emphati- 
cally one  of  the  people.  No  one  would  have  been  more  ready  than 
he  to  peril  person  or  possessions  in  the  defense  of  popular  liberty. 
He  retained  his  physical  powers  to  an  unusual  extent.  Every 
year  till  he  was  past  eighty  he  used  to  visit  his  lands  in  Maine,  New 
Hampshire,  and  Vermont,  driving  over  the  I'ough  roads  alone,  even 
after  he  had  lost  one  hand  by  a  premature  explosion  while  superin- 
tending the  blasting  of  a  passage  through  the  rapids  on  the  Andros- 
coggin below  Lewiston.  As  a  leading  proprietor  and  tlie  agent  of 
the  Pejepscot  Company,  whose  claims,  only  established  after  pro- 
longed litigation,  were  not  always  acknowledged,  he  was  often 
brought  into  unpleasant  relations  with  the  squatters,  who  were  then

He  was  for 
one  year  in  the  employ  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  Washington 
County,  Ohio,  and  then  began  his  labors  at  Granville,  Ohio,  where 
lie  was  pastor  of  the  Congregational  church  nearly  forty  years.     His 
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work  was  so  successful  that  his  church  became  the  most  noted  relig- 
ious organization  in  central  Ohio.  The  parish  was  a  large  one,  six 
miles  square,  but  the  pastor  systematically  visited  every  family  be- 
longing to  his  congregation,  and  organized  conference  and  prayer- 
meetings  in  every  district.  During  his  pastorate  there  were  added  to 
his  church  over  one  thousand  members,  of  whom  six  hundred  and 
sixty-four  were  received  upon  profession  of  their  faith.  The  acad- 
emy and  the  female  seminary  at  Granville  owed  their  existence 
and  much  of  their  prosperity  to  his  efforts.  He  was  a  trustee  for  a 
number  of  years  of  Western  Reserve  College  and  of  Marietta  Col- 
lege. The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  was  conferred  upon  him  by 
the  latter  institution  in  1855.  He  delivered  in  1863  a  course  of  lect- 
ures at  Lane  Theological  Seminary,  and  published  several  sermons 
and  a  History  of  Granville  which  appeared  in  the  Ohio  Observer. 
During  the  closing  years  of  his  life  he  preached  to  unsupplied 
churches  a  portion  of  the  time.  He  died  at  Wabash,  Ind.,  17  Dec, 
1876.

Mr.  Little  inherited  from  his 
ancestry  a  sound  constitution,  good  principles,  and  indomitable 
energy.  After  serving  an  apprenticeship  of  five  years  in  the  count- 
ing house  of  the  well-known  Jacob  Barker,  an  intimate  acquaintance 
of  his  father,  he  selected  in  1822  a  small  basement  office  on  Wall 
Street,  New  York,  and  began  business  on  his  own  account  as  an 
exchange  specie  broker.  During  the  next  twelve  years — working 
eighteen  hours  a  day — he  promptly  and  shrewdly  executed  all  orders, 
and  his  success  was  due  to  his  integrity  no  less  than  to  his  talent. 
In  1834  Mr.  Little  stood  at  the  head  of  the  leading  financiers  and 
bankers  of  the  city.  He  controlled  large  amounts  of  stock  and 
money,  and  was  known  as  the  "  Napoleon  of  the  board."  But 
however  wise  or  prudent  a  man  may  be,  however  large  or  well  in- 
vested his  fortune,  if  he  is  a  speculator  he  cannot  be  sure  that  com- 
mercial disaster  will  not  overtake  him.  Mr.  Little  did  not  escape. 
Thrice  he  was  carried  down,  but  he  was  never  dishonored.  He  re- 
covered himself  and  paid  up  his  contracts  in  full.     On  his  first  sus- 
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pension,  though  legally  free  from  liability,  he  disbursed  nearly  one 
million  dollars,  paying  every  creditor  in  full  with  interest ;  so  that  it 
was  a  common  saying  among  moneyed  men  that  Jacob  Little's  sus- 
pended paper  was  better  than  the  checks  of  most  merchants.  He 
closed  his  long  career  without  a  stain  upon  his  mercantile  reputa- 
tion. The  news  of  his  death,  which  occurred  28  March,  1865, 
startled  the  great  city  ;  merchants  came  together  to  do  him  honor, 
resolutions  of  respect  were  adopted,  and  the  Stock  Board  adjourned 
to  attend  his  funeral.

Mr.  Little  was  educated  at  Exeter  Academy  and  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege, where  he  graduated  in  1797.  He  studied  law  with  Chief  Justice 
Parsons  at  Newburyport,  practiced  his  profession  there  for  several 
years  with  considerable  success,  and  was  count}^  attorney  and  pub- 
lisher of  law  reports  for  the  commonwealth.  He  was  also  a  dele- 
gate to  the  General  Court  for  several  years.  After  the  destructive 
fire  of  1811,  by  which  he  lost  nearly  all  his  property,  he  removed  to 
Portland,  Me.,  where  he  was  engaged  in  the  book  trade,  and  in  1826 
to  Auburn,  where  he  continued  to  reside  during  the  remainder  of  his 
life.  The  owner  by  inheritance  of  a  lai'ge  part  of  the  surrounding 
territory,  he  had  great  influence  in  directing  and  promoting  the 
growth  of  the  place.  He  realized  this  power,  and  S3'stematically 
sought  not  alone  the  material  but  especially  the  moral  and  intellect- 
ual advancement  of  the  community.  He  gave  the  land  for  the  first 
church,  met  nearly  one-half  the  cost  of  its  erection,  and  for  some 
time  supported  public  services  practically  at  his  own  expense. 
Others  were  expected  to  contribute  as  the}^  felt  able,  the  balance 
being  supplied  by  him.  In  his  youth  he  perhaps  leaned  towards  the 
Unitarian  side  in  the  controversy  then  existing  in  most  Congrega- 
tional churches,  but  after  his  residence  in  Portland,  where  he  was  a 
parishioner  of  Dr.  Payson,  his  views  underwent  a  change,  and  he  be- 
came a  firm  Trinitarian,  and  a  devout  and  earnest  Christian. 

He  established  and  endowed  an  academy  which  continued  in  suc- 
cessful operation  for  forty  years,  and  gained  a  high  reputation 
throughout  the  State.  After  the  rise  of  the  high  school  system  the 
grounds  and  a  portion  of  the  funds  were  transferred  by  the  trustees 
to  the  town,  which  now  maintains  an  Edward  Little  High  School  and 
has  erected  a  statue  in  his  honor.  His  policy  as  regards  the  mate- 
rial interest  of  the  place  was  no  less  far-sighted.  The  owner  of  the 
water-power  which  has  since  given  rise  to  the  busy  manufacturing 
city  of  Lewiston,  he  sold  it  at  a  merely  nominal  price  to  encourage 
the  introduction  of  outside  capital.  He  aided  to  the  extent  of  his 
power  every  new  industry,  and  in  particular  strove  to  induce  worthy 
mechanics  of  every  class  to  settle  in  the  place.  He  was  a  pioneer  ia 
the  temperance  reform,  held  radical  views  on  the  subject,  and  was 
not  slow  to  express  his  displeasure  with  those  who  persisted  in  the 
use  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  face  of  the  resulting  evils.

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more  practical  callings  in  life.  While  there  he  published  a  work  entitled 
"Introduction  to  the  Mechanical  Principles  of  Carpentry."  In  1827 
he  became  professor  of  chemistry  and  mineralogy  at  Dartmouth,  and 
held  that  office  until  it  was  abolished  by  the  trustees  in  1835.  Pre- 
vious to  this  he  had  received  orders  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
church  (1828).  During  his  residence  at  Hanover,  he  delivered 
lectures  on  chemistry,  pharmacy,  medical  jurisprudence,  and  natural 
philosophy  to  the  classes  in  the  medical  department,  laid  the  founda- 
tion for  the  college's  valuable  geological  and  mineralogical  cabinet, 
and  published  his  "  Scriptural  Illustrations  of  the  Liturgy."  The 
winter  of  1835-6  Dr.  Hale  spent  in  the  West  Indies,  on  account  of 
an  attack  of  bronchitis.  On  his  return  he  was  elected  to  the  presi- 
dency of  Geneva  (now  Hobart)  College,  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  and  entered 
upon  his  duties  in  October.  In  consequence  of  his  labors  and 
anxieties,  arising  from  the  depressed  state  of  the  college  and  its 
finances,  his  health  became  so  far  impaired  that  after  a  voyage  to 
Europe  in  1852-3,  with  no  permanent  benefit,  he  resigned  his  presi- 
dency in  1858.  Besides  the  books  above  mentioned,  he  published  a 
number  of  sermons,  addresses,  and  occasional  pamphlets  devoted,

Declining  the 
request  of  his  friends  to  reorganize  the  company  upon  the  mutual 
plan,  he  became  vice  president  of  the  Alliance  Insurance  Company. 
In  1851  he  accepted  the  vice  presidency  of  the  Atlantic  Insurance 
Company  of  New  York,  a  position  he  held  till  his  death  28  May,  1854. 
By  his  careful  and  conscientious  discharge  of  duty  he  merited  and  en- 
joyed the  confidence  and  respect  of  those  with  whom  he  was  asso- 
ciated in  business  relations,  while  his  gentleness  and  kindness  of 
heart  made  him  universallj^  beloved.

She  endeared  herself 
to  her  brothers  and  sisters  by  her  judicious  advice  and  friendly 
counsel,  and  by.  her  innate  nobility  of  character  left  on  them  inef- 
faceable marks  of  her  own  characteristics,  and  a  memory  loved  and 
cherished  in  their  hearts.  She  filled  well  her  place  in  life,  and  left 
no  dut}^  undone,  or  service  unperformed.  A  character  so  pure  and 
healthy,  and  nearlj^  faultless,  is  difficult  to  describe,  and  yet  it  is 
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one  that  contributes  its  full  share  to  the  world's  goodness  and  hap- 
piness, and  more  than  any  other  is  worthy  of  imitation. 

3482.  V.  JosiAH  Little  Hale,  born  9  Dec,  1803;  entered 
at  the  age  of  eighteen  the  office  of  the  Merchants  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  Boston,  where  his  fidelity  and  courteous  manners  soon  won 
him  promotion.  In  1825  he  became  secretary  of  the  Washington 
Marine  Insurance  Company,  and  in  1828,  on  the  opening  of  a  branch 
office,  he  went  to  New  York  as  its  manager.  After  a  year  of 
marked  success  in  this  position  he  joined  with  the  late  Walter  R. 
Jones  in  establishing  the  Atlantic  Insurance  Company  of  New 
York.  To  do  this  he  had  to  raise  $150,000  of  the  capital  stock, 
and  his  Boston  friends  proved  their  confidence  in  his  character  and 
ability  hj  subscriptions  to  twice  that  amount.  In  this  position  he 
remained  for  twenty-five  years,  in  which  time  the  company  became 
the  leading  marine  insurance  company  in  the  country.  He  was  com- 
pelled by  continued  ill  health  to  resign  his  office  in  1854.  In  the 
resolutions  of  respect  and  regret  then  adopted,  the  trustees  refer  to 
the  compan}^  as  "  established  essentially  through  his  active  instru- 
mentality," and  as  having  under  his  administration  "  enjoyed  a 
course  of  uninterrupted  success."

His  tastes  and  talents  fitted  him  more  especially  for  general  business 
pursuits  in  which  he  successfully  engaged  during  the  remainder  of 
his  life.  He  was  for  man}'  years  president  of  the  Atlantic  and  St. 
Lawrence  Railroad  Company,  and  it  was  under  his  management  that 
the  leasing  of  the  road  to  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  was  consum- 
mated. He  was  also  connected  with  the  Berlin  Mills  Company  of 
New  Hampshire,  a  large  association  for  the  manufacture  of  lumber, 
and  with  important  lumbei'ing  interests  in  eastern  Maine.  He  took 
a  deep  interest  in  politics,  served  as  speaker  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives in  the  Maine  legislature  for  several  years,  and  was  the 
candidate  of  his  party  for  representative  to  congress.  He  was  always 
honored  and  respected  by  the  community  in  which  he  lived  for  his 
strength  of  character  and  kindness  of  heart,  but  the  true  and 
thorough  nobleness  of  his  nature  could  only  be  fully  appreciated  by 
those  most  closely  connected  with  him.

OTHER  FAMILIES  OF  LITTLES  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Ten  years  before  our  ancestor  came  to  this  country,  there  landed  at  Plymoiath 
a  Thomas  Little,  whose  x^osterity  are  probably  as  numerous  and  as  widely  scat- 
tered as  those  of  George  of  Newbury.  He  married  19  April,  1633,  Ann,  daughter 
of  Richard  Warren,  removed  to  Mai'shfield  in  1650,  and  died  there  12  March, 
1671.  Among  his  descendants  are:  ReA^  Ephraim  (Harvard  College  1695),  the 
minister  at  Plymouth;  Rev.  Ephraim  (H.  C.  1728),  many  years  pastor  at  Hebron, 
Conn.;  Otis  (H.  C.  1731),  first  attorney-general  of  Nova  Scotia;  Fobes  (H.  C.  1734), 
a  teacher  at  Little  Compton,  R.  I.;  Capt.  George,  a  distinguished  naA^al  officer  in 
the  war  of  the  Revolution;  Hon.  Edward,  member  of  congress  from  Massachu- 
setts; Rev.  George  B.  (Bowdoin  College  1843),  pastor  at  Bangor,  Me.,  and  West 
Newton,  Mass.,  of  whom  a  biography  has  been  published;  Thomas  H.  (B.  C.  1855), 
for  many  years  superintendent  of  Wisconsin  Institution  for  the  Ediication  of  the 
Blind,  Janesville,  Wis.;  and  James  L.,  a  prominent  and  successful  merchant  and 
manufacturer  of  Boston. 

Richard  Little  of  New  Haven,  was  a  freeman  in  1670,  and  a  proprietor  in  1685. 
The  writer  is  unable  to  state  whether  the  Connecticut  Littles  are  descended  from 
him  or  belong  to  the  preceding  family. 

Thomas  Little  came  to  this  country  from  Ireland  in  1737,  and  settled  in  Shirley, 
Mass.  Many  of  his  descendants  have  lived  in  Peterborough  and  Antrim,  N.  H., 
and  the  histories  of  these  towns  give  much  information  respecting  them. 

John  Little,  of  Scotch-Irish  descent,  an  officer  in  the  Revolution,  lived  in 
Bedford,  Goffstown,  and  Lyman,  N.  H.,  and  died  in  the  latter  place  in  1813.  Two 
of  his  descendants,  Ludo  B.  and  Warren,  married  members  of  the  Newbury 
family. 

Outside  of  New  England,  the  New  Jersey  family  of  Littles '  claims  first  men- 
tion, by  reason  of  the  number  and  standing  of  its  members.  Many  of  them  spell 
their  name  Littell,  and  considerable  information  respecting  one  branch  may  be 
found  in  Littell's  Passaic  Valley  Genealogies.    The  reader  must  be  cautioned. 
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however,  against  the  attempt  there  made  to  prove  descent  from  George  of  New- 
hury.  The  v^riter's  investigations  warrant  him  in  stating  that  this  cannot  be  the 
case.  The  present  work  shows  what  very  erroneous  information  Mr.  Littell  had 
respecting  the  Newhury  family. 

The  surname  appears  at  early  dates  in  several  of  the  Southern  States,  hut  the 
compiler's  knowledge  is  not  siifficient  to  warrant  him  in  speaking  definitely  of 
different  families  in  that  section  of  the  country.  '  During  the  present  century 
emigration  has  brought  from  Great  Britain  several  distinct  families  of  the  name, 
of  some  of  which  the  writer  has  a  full  account.  The  plan  of  this  book,  however, 
forbids  more  than  this  slight  mention.  The  number  of  the  Littles  has  also  been 
increased  by  persons  of  French  descent,  who  have  assumed  the  name  as  an 
equivalent  to  Pettit.  Probably  a  similar  change  has  been  made  by  some  German 
families. 


The  following  are  extracts  from  memoranda  of  (157)  Col.  Moses 
Little  respecting  the  building  and  cost  of  his  residence  at  Turkey 
Hill: 

16  Sept.  1747.  The  accompt  of  my  well  and  the  cost  of  it.  17  days  to  dig  it,  10 
days  to  stone  it  and  17  cartloads  of  rocks. 

14  April  1748.  Accompt  of  my  cellar.  I  dug  14  days,  hired  5  1-2  days,  brother 
Stephen  4  days,  brother  Joseph  1  1-2  days,  Benj.  Pettengill  2  days,  the  whole  27 
days.  Stoning  my  cellar  took  Gl  cart  loads  of  rocks.  It  took  8  days  work  to  lay 
them  and  8  days  to  assist  the  stone  layer. 

22  June  1748.    Then  raised  my  dwelling  house. 

September — Then  finished  boarding  my  house.     It  took  20  days  work  to  finish. 

17  Nov.  1748.    Plastered  my  walls  and  the  19th  moved  in. 
31  May  1751.    Total  cost  to  date  is  stated  at  £680  old  tenor.f 

1762.  Then  built  my  bedroom.  (This,  as  shown  in  the  illustration  on  page  40, 
was  an  addition  to  the  house.)  To  the  frame  £G6.  To  Mr.  Lunt  for  hewing  and 
framing  £10-10s.  To  2500  ft.  of  boards  for  floors  £46-l(Js.  2000  board  nails  500 
double  10  nails  £12.  2500  shingle  nails  £12-10s.  2500  no  1  to  4  £16.  Sashes  and 
window  frames  £24.  500  clapboards  £7-10s.  Door,  hinges,  latches  and  window 
£5  10s.  Boards  10s.  600  clapboards  and  nails  for  them  and  lathing  £16.  1500  brick 
for  chimney  and  crane  £20.    Hhd  lime  £t).     lathing  £3-10s.      Mr.  Lunt  £S0. 

These  two  short  letters  are  taken  from  Johnston's  "  Campaign  of 
1776  around  New  York  and  Brooklyn,"  in  which  several  others  are 
given  together  with  copious  extracts  from  Col.  Little's  order  books. 

In  Camp  Long  Island  June  22  1776. 
Dear  Son — We  still  continue  in  Camp  at  this  place.    No  arrivals  since  my  last. 
Some  hints  this  morning  that  the  Toryshad  laid  a  plan  to  destroy  the  general  ofii- 
cers  of  our  armj'.    The  particulars  I  have  not  yet.    The  Regt  generally  well. 

fThis  was  probably  about  $2200,  a  much  larger  sum  then  than  now.  The  writer  regrets  that 
he  can  not  state  authoritativelj'  its  exact  equivalent.  The  difficulty  arises  from  the  fact  that 
the  hills  of  credit  issued  by  tlie  colonial  government  often  varied  widely  in  value  from  the 
specie  they  were  supposed  to  represent.  The  cost  of  the  articles  mentioned  further  on  is 
to  be  explained  by  the  supposition  that  they  were  pui-chased  with  a  depreciated  paper  cur- 
rency. 
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July  31  1776. 
Ten  sliips  are  added  to  the  King's  troops — part  very  large,  can't  say  ^A^hetller 
they  are  men  of  war  or  transi:)orts.  This  island  is  a  place  of  great  importance, 
&  if  j)ossible  mnst  be  defended.  We  are  five  small  regts,  are  scattered,  &  have 
10  forts  to  defend.  Col.  Hand's  Regt  is  scattered  over  5  miles  in  length.  I  am 
posted  in  fort  Green  which  is  the  largest.  I  never  desire  to  give  it  np,  nor  he 
taken  while  I  am  alive.  I  ain  of  oxjinion  my  regt.  will  stand  fast  in  the  cause  of 
the  United  States.

The  following  letter  from  Rev.  Dr.  Wheelock,  the  first  president  of 
Dartmouth  College,  is  given  to  illusti-ate  the  practice  of  the  times 
relative  to  the  purchase  and  holding  of  slaves  : 

Dartmouth  College  May  6  1773. 
Capt  Little, 

Sir, 

Last  Evening  Lieut  Stow  informed  me 
that  you  desired  me  to  send  Caesar  up  to  you  by  his  Canoe,  and  though  the  Mes- 
sage did  not  come  in  writing  as  you  proposed,  I  intended  to  comply  with  it.  Soon 
after  I  received  that  Message  Esqr  Morey  came  who  informed  me  that  he  had 
your  Leave  and  Authority  to  stop  &  emx)loy  CcEsar  at  his  House  which  He  pro- 
posed to  do,  but  on  seeing  the  very  special  &  great  necessity  I  stood  in  of  his  ser- 
vice at  present  on  account  of  my  j)rincipal  Cook's  being  gone,  he  kindly  resigned 
up  his  Right,  and  upon  this  ground  I  venture  to  detain  him  till  I  have  further 
orders  which  I  hope  will  not  be  till  my  Cook  returns. 

And  upon  further  Consideration  I  have  determined  to  buy  the  Negro  if  he  proves 
to  be  the  Slave  which  you  take  him  to  be,  proAdded  you  continue  to  be  of  the  same 
Mind  as  you  were  when  you  offered  him  to  me  for  £20.  Lawful  Money,  and  I  will 
engage  to  make  the  payment  A^ery  soon  after  I  can  be  certified  of  a  good  Title  to 
him.  Pray,  Sir,  please  to  write  me  your  mind  in  the  Affair,  and  what  account  you 
have  of  Csesar  from  Richard  Grimes  and  Benjamin  Bayonton  which  with  Re- 
spects &  good  wishes  for  your  prosperity  is  the in  haste.

CAMBRIDGE    AND    DINAH. 


The  commercial  importance  of  Newburyport  during  the  last  century,  perhaps 
explains  in  part  the  fact  that  most  well-to-do  families  in  the  vicinity  were  at 
some  time  slaveholders.  The  Littles  at  Turkey  Hill  were  no  exception  to  this 
rule.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  state  that  this  slavery  was  servitude  in  its  mildest 
form.  The  oii'er  of  freedom  not  unfrequently  failed  to  induce  the  slave  to  leave 
his  owner,  and  when  by  legislative  enactment  liberty  was  conferred  upon  all, 
many   remained   in  the   same  families  and,  practically,  the   same   condition  in 
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which  they  had  always  been.  Cambridge  and  Dinah  were  two  negroes  owned  by 
the  branch  just  referred  to,  and,  in  their  own  opinion  at  least,  so  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  family  as  to  deserve  mention  in  this  genealogy.  The  mother  of 
the  former  Avas  for  many  years  in  the  family  of  (20)  Moses  Little.  Shortly  after 
the  birth  of  her  child  she  attended  with  her  husband,  who  lived  on  another  farm, 
a  ball  given  by  the  colored  people  of  Newbury,  and  failed  to  return  till  the 
next  day.  When  asked  how  she  could  so  neglect  her  child,  with  an  exclamation 
of  surprise  she  cried,  "  Why,  I  quite  forgot  all  about  him."  The  babe,  thanks  to 
the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Little,  who  found  and  cared  for  it,  had  not  perished,  as  its  ten- 
der age  would  otherwise  have  rendered  probable.  On  growing  up  Cambridge 
showed  unmistakably  some  of  his  mother's  mental  characteristics.  His  invari- 
able reply  when  any  one  asked  his  age  was,  "Ten  months  younger  than  Paul." 
Further  than  this  his  arithmetic  could  not  carry  him.  Dinah,  however,  was  ex- 
ceptionally bright  and  capable,  and  made  good  her  husband's  deficiencies.  Her 
affection  and  respect  for  the  family  were  unlimited, and  shed,  as  it  were,  asecondary 
importance  on  herself  and  husband.  One  day  they  visited  the  Littles  at  Oldtown, 
and  Dinah  manifested  unbounded  indignation  because  a  scion  of  the  family  there 
greeted  them  by  shouting, 

"  Cambridge  and  Dinah 

And  a  dog  behind  her." 

"He  ought  to  know  better,"  said  she,  "than  to  make  fun  of  visitors,  and  his 
oivn  relations  too." 

Col.  Little  owmed  considerablel  and  in  the  fertile  Coos  country,  on  the  Connec- 
ticut river,  and  once  thoiight  of  settling  Cambridge  there.  The  latter  was  accord- 
ingly sent  off  equipped  with  a  horse,  provisions,  and  a  little  money,  to  engage  in 
farming  for  himself.  Only  a  few  months  elapsed  before  he  returned  to  Turkey 
Hill  in  a  particularly  forlorn  condition,  with  nought  save  the  clothes  on  his  back. 
On  being  questioned  he  explained  that  he  was  cutting  down  a  pine  that  stood  on 
the  edge  of  a  cliff,  and,  fearing  lest  it  should  fall  over,  had  attached  the  horse 
thereto,  meaning  at  the  proper  moment  to  thus  give  a  jerk  sufficient  to  turn  its 
direction.  Unfortunately  he  had  iinderestimated  the  force  of  gravity.  Both  tree 
and  horse  went  over  the  cliff,  and  the  poor  beast  was  instantly  killed.  This  dis- 
aster quite  disheartened  Cambridge,  and,  cutting  off  the  animal's  hoofs  so  as  not 
to  lose  the  shoes,  he  started  for  home  on  foot.  It  is  hardly  needful  to  state  that  no 
further  endeavor  was  made  to  settle  him  in  Vermont. 

During  the  war  of  1812,  Cambridge  was  living  on  what  is  called  the  Plum 
Bushes, — a  low,  sand  beach  in  Newbury,  extending  into  the  salt  marsh  toward 
Plum  Island  and  the  ocean.  Near  by  the  government  had  thrown  up  earthworks 
to  protect  the  vicinity  from  any  marauding  parties  from  the  British  naval  force 
then  blockading  Newbiirj-port.  Some  of  the  neighboring  farmers  at  work  on  the 
marsh  near  by,  being  strong  Federalists,  told  him  in  derision  that  the  fortification 
was  called,  in  his  honor.  Fort  Cambridge.  Taking  the  matter  in  earnest,  even  to 
his  dull  mind  the  propriety  of  a  gift  suggested  itself.  Unfortunately  he  made  a 
mistake  as  to  the  parts'-  that  should  be  the  recipient,  and  replied,  "You  ought  to 
give  me  something  for  having  the  fort  named  for  me."  His  answer  caught  the 
quick  ear  of  Dinah,  who  turned  and  exclaimed,  "  You  Guinea  nigger,  don't  you 
know  enough  to  see  that  it  is  you  that  ought  to  give  them  something  ?" 

Cambridge  Little,  so  the  town  records  read,  died  25  Feb.,  1825.  Dinah  lived  to 
a  very  advanced  age,  and  died  about  1852. 
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Index  I. — Persons  Surnamed  Little. 

The  first  index  contains  the  names  of  all  the  descendants  of  George  Little  who 
bear,  or  ever  have  born,  the  family  surname,  with  the  exception  of  those  who 
died  aged  less  than  fifteen  years.  These  can  be  found  by  means  of  their  parents' 
names.  The  number  placed  opposite  each  name  is  the  serial  number  which  both 
identifies  the  person  and  indicates  his  position  in  the  book,  just  as  the  number  of 
the  page  would,  for  the  serial  niimbers  run  regularly,  on  the  left  hand  side  of  the 
page,  frona  the  beginning  of  the  genealogy  proper  to  the  end.  Every  number 
that  is  starred  occurs  again  farther  on  in  the  book  in  the  center  of  the  page,  where 
the  person  referred  to  becomes  the  subject  of  a  paragraph  stating  what  is  known 
of  him,  and  giving  his  (or  her)  family.  To  distinguish  in  the  index  persons  of  the 
same  name,  their  residence  or  the  name  of  the  one  they  married,  is  also  given. 
The  latter  mode  has  been  found  most  satisfactory  and  is  generally  followed.  This 
index  does  not  inchide  ivomen  ivho  have  taken  the  sitrnarne  by  marriage,  nor  the 
Littles  of  other  families  mentioned  on  pages  520-522.  The  former  may  be  found 
by  their  husbands'  names  in  this  index,  or  by  their  maiden  name  in  the  second. 
The  latter  are  grouped  together  and  need  no  index. 

Index  II. — Surnames  Other  than  Little. 

The  second  index  includes  all  persons  whose  surnames  are  other  than  Little 
with  the  exception  of:  first,  those  who  died  under  fifteen  years  of  age  ;  and  second, 
married  women  whose  maiden  name  Avas  Little.  The  first  can  be  found  in  con- 
nection with  their  parents  ;  the  second  either  with  their  husbands  or  in  the  first 
index.  In  this  and  the  following  index  all  references  are  to  pages,  and  the  reader 
should  remember  that  a  name  may  occur  several  times  upon  the  same  page. 

Index  III. — Names  of  Places. 

The  third  index  includes  not  only  references  to  the  names  of  places  occurring 
in  the  book,  but  also  to  many  miscellaneoiis  matters.  These  three  indexes  will, 
it  is  hojaed,  enable  the  reader  to  find  readily  what  he  wants.  In  case,  however, 
he  is  not  sure  of  the  full  name  of  the  person  he  is  searching  for,  more  or  less 
patience  must  be  exercised  on  account  of  variations  in  spelling  and  the  frequent 
use  of  pet  and  middle  names.
